throughout the city of Avking and a panic was 
thereby allayed.:. His tate Excellency -Gov- 
ernor En Min was laid in his coffin, at “noon 
to-day. Soldiers’sympathizing ‘with the Poli- 
tical aim of Hsu Hsi-tin had been placed ‘py 
him. as guards of the Armoury of the Board of 
Ordnance and these spon. being ordered to 
hand over their charge, resisted the troops sent 
(o disarm them, In consequence of thisa fight 
ensued. in which all the -malcontehis, were 
either slain or made prisoners. After a partial 
inquiry had been held over the prisoners they 
were ordered to confinement, Three malcon- 
tents, vir, Kuang Fu-ize, Chen Peh-ping and 
Ting Heiao-tre succeeded in escaping and'‘are 
pow.at large. A strict search is’ being made 
forthem, ‘ihe troops seat from Nanking were 
sent at daybreak -this morning to hold points 
along the river. 

“It is stated that two of the: malcontents | 
escaped up river going in merchant steamers. 
We therefore request: that a airict watch be 
kept for these men.” 

We may state in regard to the summary 
execution of Hsii Hsi-lin that permission to do
